ous Lake Erie, 14 miles northwest of 
Cleveland Saturday night. 

Many of the sailors desperately 
clung’ to two capsized lifeboats for 
hours before sliding off to their death, 
Seven men were rescued at about 
eight a.m, Sunday by two freighters 
en route to Lake Erie ports. The tra- 
gedy occured as the Toronto-owned 
vessel was caught in a terrific storm.

TREES AVAILABLE FOR 
FARMERS IN ALBERTA 


With reference to the all-important 
function of tree planting in Alberta, 
it was learned in an interview given 
by the Hon. C.C. Ross, Minister of 
Lands and Mines, that certain types 
of trees were available to farmers 
for transplanting and could be se- 
cured for this purpose on application 
to the Forestry Division of the De- 
partment. 

The principal object in view, Mr. 
Ross stated, was to provide trans- 
plants for replacement of less valu- 
able species in shelter-belt and wind- 
breaks, to introduce a more desirable 
product than the native variety found 
in the bluffs now in existance and to 
give protection to“such products by 
planting them in stands of trees al- 
ready established so as to provide ne- 
cessary shade for the new species to 
ensure a healthy and permanent 
growth. 

Available for planting in the spring 
of 1937, the Minister continued, will 
be limited quantities of white spruce 
jack pine, green ash, and elm. There 
will also be a number of bur oak and 
Siberian larch with which the Forest 
Service has been experimenting suc- 
cessfully and of which a few may be 
given out for trial. In addition to 
these a large number of lodgepole 
pine and Scotch pine, trees possess- 
ing healthy root systems, are avail- 
able for distribution, These trees are 
recommended for planting in this pro- 
vince, 

To aviod any possible confusion, ap- 
plication forms should be secured 
from the Director of Forestry, Depart- 
ment of Lands and Mines, Edmonton, 
the Minister concluded, Forms pro- 
perly filled out as to quantity and spe- 
cies required should, he added, be 
sent in to the Department before the 
end of the present year for trees re- 
quired for planting next spring.

TO BE VOTED FOR NOV. 2ND 


Change Has Been Made in Rates 
Since Inception of Power 


RATES SATISFACTORY 


WINTRY WEATHER 
The first signs of winter ap- 
peared on Monday when light 
snow covered the ground and the 
weather turned cold in the even- 
ing. Tuesday morning a heavier 
fall of snow appeared, and al- 
though the temperature moderat- 
ed, a blanket of snow still covered 
the surrounding country, Later in 
the day the sun came out and the 
clouds disappeared, although it is 
still cool with heavy frosts at 
night. 
We may get some fine weather 
again. We hope so! 


With the advertising of the by-law 
and agreement authorizing the sign- 
ing of the franchise for light power, 
and which question will be voted on 
by the proprietory electors on No- 
vember 2nd, many readers are asking 
what changes, if any, are there in the 
rates and terms of the old franchise. 

This question could be better ans- 
wered by the Power Company offi- 
cials. However, we will attempt to 
outline the rates, etc., to the best of 
yur knowledge, 

Under the terms of the old fran- 
s*hise which was signed in 1926 the 
rates of power were set at 13 cents 
per kilowatt hour with a minimum 
charge of $1.25, For users of addi- 
tional power over 25 kilowatt hours 
there was a further reduction. About 
two years ago, with the consent of 
the Public Utilities Board and agreed 
to by the Village Council, there was 
a change made in the rates. The cost 
of house lighting was reduced to eight 
cents per kilowatt hour, with a ser- 
vice charge of 75c per month. For 
business places this rate was nine 
cents per kilowatt hour, with a ser- 
tice charge of 60 cents per month, In 
both cases the minimum charge per 
month was to be $1.25, with corres- 
nonding lower rates for power used 
over 25 kilowatt hours, A commercial 
rate was also introduced and for this 
rate there was a service charge of 
$1.50 per month, and the cost for 
the first 25 kilowatt hours was six 
cents, and each additional kilowatt 
hour used was charged at the rate of 
three cents. A minimum charge of 
&8 is made under this schedule.

| Fire prevention week has come and gone, but fire hazards are still ex- 
tant. If, however, the lessons learned during the recent fire prevention 
week's campaign are taken to heart and borne in mind, the risks of loss of 
life and property from this source should be minimized, in any event for 
a short time until memory withers. 

In a country like Western Canada, however, fire prevention week should 
be every week the year round, so far as the individual is concerned, and 
certainly from October 1, when hard stoking commences, until about April 
7 when furnaces and stoves are extinguished for a short summer season, 

As indicated at the outset memory soon lapses, and while impressions 
;of the importance of care and precaution in the handling of fire may be 
vivid during the course of a public campaign, such as accompanies an 
event like fire prevention week, they soon fade, Such campaigns serve a 
useful purpose temporarily, but whether they are effective permanently de- 
pends upon the receptiveness and retentiveness of the individual mind. 

Moreover, with fire, as with everything else, 
tempt. 


The continuous use of fire in the home or store, day in and day 
out for 24 hours of the day is apt to result in relaxation of precautionary 
| Measures against potential contingencies. This, coupled with increasing im- 
bantigent and declining efficiency of equipment as the long winter months 
drag towards a close, combines to enhance the hazards of loss from con- 
flagration. 

These observations are inspired by the facts which statistics of Do- 
minion and provincial authorities and fire insurance companies and news- 
|paper stories record. 

Despite the annual campaign which is carried on with much vigor and 
great publicity by these combined forces in an effort to instil precaution in 
the public mind, the fire demon continues to take a terrible toll of life and 
property in this Dominion. 

When it is reported that on the average, every day in the year one life 


jis sacrificed and more than one person injured by fire and $110,000 worth) 


| of property goes up in smoke in Canada, the phrase ‘terrible toll’ assumes 


definite significance and gives graphic-portrayal to the adage which says) 


jthat “fire is a good servant but a bad master.” : 
A daily loss of property of $110,000 is equivalent to approximately 
| $40,000,000 a year. The enormity of this sacrifice to the fire god can be 
| better appreciated when it is pointed out that the figure is a close parallel 
| to the Dominion government's contribution under relief legislation in each 
}of the years 1931 and 1934, the two years in which federal expenditures for 
this purpose reached a peak since the depression started. In 1931 the fed- 
eral government's relief bill amountd to $42,716,715 and in 1934 it was $36,- 
930,144, according to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

| In other words, the people of Canada, on the one hand, are destroying 
annually $40,000,000 of property as a result of their carelessness in handling 
fire and on the other hand, are, in heaviest unemployment years, paying 
|out approximately the same amount for relief of unemployment, through 
| federal taxation channels. 

| Much concern has been shown and is being shown over the large sums 
which the federal government has had to pay out in its efforts to grapple 
| with the loss occasioned by unemployment and industrial and agricultural 
depression. Figures of expenditures for this purpose and articles dealing 
with various phases of the cost of unemployment and depression have been 
published almost daily during the past few years, yet but little is heard of 
the equally heavy loss occasioned by fire, except once a year when the 
annual fire prevention campaign is in progress. 

And yet this heavy fire loss is more easy to cope with than the unem- 
ployment and relief problem. All that is required is the exercise of the 
same care the year round as that which people display in the handling of 
fire during fire prevention week when the subject is fresh in their minds. 


It is not necessary to recapitulate here and now the lessons which have |} 


been taught during fire prevention week, the precautions which must be 
taken to ensure that loved ones will not be burned to death or maimed for 
life and to prevent the destruction of homes, barns or other buildings and 
furniture. If only people will train themselves to remember and practice 
these precautions and to maintain vigilance the year round, this tremendous 
toll of life and property can be reduced almost to zero.

FARM CONDITIONS IN ALBERTA 

The agricultural areas of Alberta 
have received very little rainfall dur- 
ing the prcsent autumn and are going 
into the winter months in an excess- 
ively dry condition, There are excep- 
tions to this, notably in the Peace 
River, but on the whole the main 


| grain raising area is quite deficient 
|in moisture. This means that unless 


unusually heavy rainfall is experien- 
ced next spring a bumper crop is out 
of the question and an average crop 
will be raised with difficulty. This con- 
dition extends into Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, 

It takes 14 inches of rainfall to pro- 
duce a normal crop of wheat, accord- 
ing to investigations conducted by the 
Federal Department of Agriculture of 
Saskatchewan. Summer-fallowing is 
practised to collect the rainfall dur- 
ing two seasons in order that the 
wheat plant may have sufficient mois 
ture. If 6 inches of rainfal] occurs on 
the summer-fall land and an addition 
al 8 inches is received during the grow 
ing season the year following, a boun- 
teous crop may be expected, It ‘s sel- 
dom in the main wheat growing re- 
gions of the prairie provinces that 14 
inches of rainfall is received in one 
year. 

Western Canada has experienced 
four dry years. The last three years 
have been particularily drouthy with 
subnormal crops. A decided change in 
meteorological conditions will have t» 
be experienced next year if a good 
crop is to be harvested in 1937, It may 
be safely said that the shortage of 
reserves in moisture this f2]] is worse 
than the bad conditions prevailing in 
the last three years.

PERMANENT VALUE OF 
WELL BUILT ROADS 


Possibility of lower cost roads that 
will cost less to build and less to main 
tain is being investigated by western 
road engineers in view of the proposed 
Dominion-Provincial relief work pro- 
grams in which highway building is 
to be a big item. 

In the general field of road building 
there has been a marked difference in 
construction costs since 1930, The pro- 
blem is also one in which the interest 
of the general public is asked as that 
of the engineers, Even though harras- 
sed by trying times of the depression, 
and notwithstanding the fact that 
roads have cost a lot of money, people 
of the western provinces are begin- 
ning to think they have been one of 
the best investment their government 
have undertaken, They have borne 
fruit many fold. The provinces of Man 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta are 
now known on the North American 
continent as attractive places for 
people to go, Already the tourist fi- 
gures for 1936 are indicating big busi- 
ness for this year, To keep it, good 
roads are necessary, As they become 
known the western provinces are be- 
coming singularily attractive to people 
of the south, Year by year they are 
coming in increasing numbers to en- 
joy the rivers, lakes, and weather of 
the prairies.

and together with all the rights, pow- 
ers and privileges, and subject to all 
the terms, conditions, provisoes, res- 
trictions and penalties as therein set

| 2 Before the final passing of this 
By-Law, it shall be submitted to the 
Proprietory Electors, and shall only 
become effective upon ratification by
